1. This Office Action is in response to Paper filed 19 March 2004. Claims 1-35, 48, 50 
have been previously canceled. Claims 39, 41-47, 58-61 have been withdrawn. Claims 36, 37, 
38, 40, 49, 51-7 are under examination. 

2. All objections and/or rejections are withdrawn. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Gwen Wood on May 1 1 , 2004. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 36 (currently amended): Isolated microbicidal peptide which exhibits bactericidal 
and/or fixngicidal activity having an amino acid sequence consisting essentially of the amino acid 
sequence of TC-1 as given in Figure 1 (SEQ ID NO: 12), [optionally] with [the following] 
modifications selected from the group consisting of: [(a)] removing at least the two C-terminal 
amino acids alanine and aspartic acid [are removed;] and[/or (b)] providing the peptide [is 
provided] with an N-terminal His-tag-containing sequence. 
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Claim 37 (currently amended): Isolated peptide as claimed in claim 36, wherein the 
amino acid sequence of TC-1 is extended at its N-terminus with at least one of the following 
selections of amino acids, given from N-terminus to C-terminus: 

(a) [one or more of ]the 17 N-terminal amino acids of TC-2 in the sequence as given 
in Figure 1 (SEQ ID NO: 6) or fragments thereof ; or 

(b) a methionine; or 

(c) a tyrosine; or 

(d) a methionine and [one or more of ]the 17 N-terminal amino acids of TC-2 in the 
sequence as given in Figure 1 (SEQ ID NO: 6) or fragments thereof : or 

(e) a methionine and a tyrosine; or 

(f) a methionine and a tyrosine and [one or more of ]the 17 N-terminal amino acids 
of TC-2 in the sequence as given in Figure 1 (SEQ ID NO: 6) or fragments thereof , 

wherein, in the case in which a His-tag containing sequence is present, this sequence is located 

N-terminally of the peptides as defined in (e) or (f). 

Claims 39, 41-47, 52-55, and 58-61 are canceled.

5. Claims 36, 37, 38, 40, 49, 51, 56, and 57 are allowed.
